3 H O’ ma’ y vulgar errors have been 
g happily «ifcarded among us, there 
is one v hich continues to prevail, 
nainely, that there have been, and 
now are, in the world, but a very 
few good Decypherers.

There is fo near 
arefemvlance between the ailidurty and penetration which 
are required, the conjectures which are advanced, the 
sobabilitics Which are builewpon, nay, and tometimes 
the miftakes which are commicted in thele feveral cates, 
that they may all be very well regarded as branches ot 
the fame fcience. Thofe who are concerned with Cy- 
rsand old Writings, have alfo thisin coimmon, that 
they may chance to be engaged with a faulty copy, and 
obliged to exert all their fagac.ty in difcovering, accouni- 
ing for, and correcting the overfights of an inaccurate 
trantcribere I< may likewife happen, that Decypherers ot 
all forts and fizes may now and then nod over their dry 
fludies ; and that a grofs miltake may efcape the molt ce- 
lebrated practitione.. This cannot be doubted, if it be 
tue, that Mr. WHarton read epi/flolam ecclelie catho- 
lice fox capitulum eccl fie cathedralis; that Mr. Hearne 
publifhed defunfum, inttead ot defendentem 5 and thar Fa- 
ther Hanvouin took Zypf to lignifie Epi/copi, inilead ot 
Chrifi. From the failings of fuch eminent men, we 
fhould learn to Vehave ourfelves modeltly and humbly in 
our pretended difcoveries : but it by no means follows, 
that we fhould either fupprefs thofe, which we think, 
we have already made, or flacken our diligence in the 
purfuic of new ones fiuce at the worlt, we fhali bu: 
err after great examples. 

It will aot be foreign to the prefent fubject, if we con- 
fider the cafes of certain Authors, who have eiven u 
their names only incypher. S>meof thele wear fo com- 
plete a diiguife, that they need act fear being difcoverec, 
ill they tnemfelves fhal] be pleated to take off the mask. 
Others ave given the Decyphereis fairer play, by ap- 
pearing in Anagram, in Initials, or in (ome other habit, 
whicu affords a conjecturing genius good maiter to work 
upon. The moft noted, and perhaps moft ingenious, in- 
flance in the anagrsmmiatical way is Piletro Soave Polana, 
for Paolo Sarpio Veneto. ‘The Oxford Antiquary tells us 
ofa Treatite, pubhihed under the name ot Pu. ‘TRELET- 
wig, Which he will have to be the Anagram of Pever 
Heytyn. Others would gladly have Antuony Har 
mer pafs for the Anagram of Henry Wharton. We 
are willing to make all favourcble allowances io an affair 
of fo delicate a nature : and theretore, upon the oathority 
of fome filver coins of WiuLtam and Map.y, we admit, 
that the initial letters of thofe names may, by being in 
Verted, pretty well reprelenc one another. But titil we 
hall have a fupernumerary A co difpole of, for which we 
could make room, and man ,2u dextroufly to the pur 
pole, but that we would neither cloy fome, who may 
have no great fancy this way, vor rob others of the plea- 
fare of making the diicovery themfelves. We fhall there- 
fore only give the curious this hint by way of prelimmina- 
ty, that, were it not for inveterate prejudice, ANToNy 
Would make as good a figure in print, as ANTOINE or 

NTONIO,
